PEIPING (NCNA-Kyodo)—A 
joint communique was signed 
last night by Inejiro Asanuma, 
head of the Japanese Socialist 
Party goodwill mission, and 
Chang Hsi-jo, chairman of the 
Communist Chinese Institute of 
Foreign Affairs. 


The communique said the 
Japanese and Chinese conferees 
had agreed that the Govern- 
ments of the two countries must 
enter into official and “full- 
dress” negotiations immediately 
to normalize relations between 
the two countries. 

“Unfortunately, however, rela- 
tions between the two countries 
have deteriorated into a state 
of impasse: as a result of the 
Kishi Cabinet's hostile policy 
toward China.” It went on to 
say: 

“The Kishi Cabinet must take 
these proper steps: 1) Stop the 
hostile policy toward China; 2) 
desist from joining a plot. to 
make two Chinas; and 3) non- 
interference in negotiations for 
normal relations betweén Japan 
and China.” 

Only through these means 
can this kind of situation be 
overcome. Otherwise the _ re- 
opening of trade between the 
two countries will be impos 
sible, the statement said.

Hayashi replied: “Article 9 of 
the Constitution restricts the 
war potential to be possessed 
by Japan and makes no refer- 
ence whatever to the toreign 
armed forces. Whether the U.S. 
armed forces will bring in atom- 
ic or hydrogen bombs is a ques- 
tion of policies and one that 
concerns the interpretation of 
the treaty involved but not one 
related to the Constitution.” 

Yajima then declared: 
“Japan’s war potential as restric- 
ted by the Constitution does 
not include atomic or hydrogen 
bombs. Should it be stipulated 
in the Japan-U.S. Security 
Treaty that such bombs should 
— brought into this coun- 

ry? ” 

‘Chief Cabinet Secretary Mune- 
nori Akagi answered: “Even 
if no such provision is written 
into the treaty, I believe things 
naturally will go that way. 
The preamble of the present 
treaty (security pact) states that 
efforts will be constantly made 
to avoid presenting a menace of 
aggression. Such statement 
makes it impossible to possess 
either atomic or hydrogen 
bombs.”

London Has Biggest 
Fire Since Air Raids 


LONDON (UPI)—Hundreds 
of weary fixemen Tuesday 
brought under control London's 
biggest fire since the blitz of 
World War II after 100-foot 
flames devoured eight stores 
and a dozen homes along a 450- 
foot block. 

Three firemen were injured in 
the fire that raged from 7:30 
p.m. Monday (4 a.m. JST) until 
early Tuesday in liford High- 
street, a major suburban shop- 
ping center 15 miles northeast 
of downtown London. 

Unofficial estimates put the 
damage anywhere between 
£ 2,000,000 and £15,000,000. The 
flames licked out from a giant 
furniture store, one of the big- 
gest in the country. 

By 3 a.m. (12 noon JST), more 
than 200 firemen called in from 
all over London and surround. 
ing counties had the fire con- 
tained to the rear of the fur- 
niture store where it began. 

Families living in apartments 
above the stores fled their 


homes, some carrying budgeri- 
gars and canaries in cages, but 


little else, when the 
raised. 


For a while they huddled in 
doorways opposite as the flames 
soared up 100 feet, casting a 
glow in the sky seen 15 miles 
away. But they had to move 
hurriedly and ieave their homes 
to the flames as the fire jumped 
across the road, touching off 
stores near them. 


Essex County Civil Defense 
Corps was mobilized to care for 
the homeless. Police called in 
every available man to handle 
traffic and control thousands of 
sightseers. 

A passing bus conductor spot- 
ted the fire when it was only a 
red glow inside Harrison and 
Gibson's furniture store. 
gave the alarm. But the flames 
had leaped out to engulf ad- 
joining buildings almost before 
the firemen had time to unlim- 
ber their equipment, 

Chief county fire officer W. H. 
Benton said, “This is the worst 
blaze | have seen since the blitz 
days.”

A wild cheer broke out from 
a tremendous crowd that had 
gathered at the airport as 
Grivas’ plane rolled up to the 
termina) building. 

The plane’s door opened and 
Grivas appeared, in uniform, a 
beret and pistol at his belt. 

Grivas ste down. He 
kissed his wife. Then he shook 
hands with notables. The shouts 
from the throng increased. 

Grivas then spoke, His voice 
shook with emotion. 

He said: “I thank you for the 
grand welcome that has been 

iven me. It moves me utterly. 

ut that welcome belongs first 
and foremost to the Cypriot peo- 
ple, and reflects upon the figh- 
ters and the dead who fell dur- 
ing the struggle ...I wanted 
very much to go and visit the 
graves of those brave dead figh- 
ters and to kneel before them. 
But I was not allowed to go. . . 

“I set forth with infinite joy 
on the soil of Greece for the 
first time in four years, and 
with pride because I have per- 
formed my duty to the father- 
land, my birthplace Cyprus. . .” 

Grivas then said that he 
brought greetings from the Cy- 
priot people who had honored 
the name of Greece with its 
heroic struggle. 

“Cyprus has nothing to envy 

from the heroic history of 
Greece,” he said. “Small Cyprus 
fought Goliath. It did not suc 
cumb, but it won. In Cyprus 
the soul fought against matter. 
I extend a@ cardial greeting wo 
all those who supported me in 
my struggle, to Archbishop 
Theocilitus, to Mayor Katsotas 
of Athens and to Foreign Min- 
ister Averoff, who through his 
tireless ie inspired the Cy- 
priot people.” 
At the end of his speech, 
Grivas offered the Mayor . of 
Athens Cypriot soil dipped in 
the bloed of Cypriot fighters. 
It had been taken, Grivas said, 
from his mountain hideout, 
from where ‘he had ied the 
struggle.

The Imperial Household 
Agency will receive people's 
gifts on the occasion of the wed- 
ding of Crown Prince Akihito 
and Miss Michiko Shoda from 
March 21 to April 30. 

According to an official dect- 
sion made by the Cabinet yes- 
terday, gifts may be received by 
the agency even after the ex- 
piration of the period if appli- 
cations to present the gifts are 
accepted by the agency during 
the period. 

Gifts may be received when 
they are presented jointly by: 
members of the Diet, the 
Cabinet and Supreme Court; the 
prefectural governments; or- 
ganizations formed by overseas 
Japanese; those specially relat- 
ed to the Imperial Family, and 
those whom the director of the 
Imperial Household Agency re- 
cognizes as suitable upon appli- 
cation by prefectural governors. 
> The agency intends to accept 
gifts of all kinds with the ex- 
ception of cash and securities, 
and the following items: 

Gifts that are gaudy, such as 
aloha shirts, which the donees 


will have no opportunity to 
wear. 

Items that are too expensive. 
Several years ago a Japanese 
living overseas offered to 
present an airplane, but it was 
declined. 

Animals and plants will be 
declined because it will be diffi- 
cult to store them, 

Foods and beverages, guns, 
swords, gold and silver bars will 
also be declined. Curios, family 
treasures and similar articles 
will also be rejected. 

Gifts that are collected by a 
company, neighborhood associa- 
tions and other organizations of 
similar character may be accept- 
ed, but those gathered by news- 
paper advertisements or similar 
thethods will not be accepted.

Bill of True

In many circles, the word 
“missionary” is a dirty word. 


There are man reasons, 
justified and unjustified, for this 
attitude. 


There are of course, complex 
psychological causes which 
motivate people who wish to 
become influential or leaders of 
any kind. Among these, foreign 
Christian missionhood is often 
the most suspect. 


Some missionaries have been 
resented, justly so, because of 
their assumption of their own 
superiority based on nationality, 
race, or birth into Christendom. 


Some have been known to 
build up a personal empire, in 
which they gain power over 
people and their destinies. This 
tendency is often displayed in 
the Christian clergy. 

Some have been insensitive 
people, who think their way is 
the only way because they 
have never seriously examined 
other ways of living. 

And there is that category of 
second-rate individuals, usually 
honest and sincere, but merely 
hopelessly incompetent, who’ 
become foreign missionaries be- 
cause they would never be able 
to make a satisfactory place for 
themselves in their own coun- 
try. 

And then, one meets a person 
like Cyril Powles, senior Cana- 
dian missionary, Nippon Seiko- 
kai of the Central Theological 
College of Tokyo, who defies all 
of these descriptions. Even the 
most confirmed cynic would be 
disarmed by this man. 

One gets the feeling that here 
is someone who is very much 
aware of and interested in other 
people and their lives. After ex- 
hausting all possible motives, 
one ends up with the opinion 
that he is a mature, happy man 
who has something he wants 
to share. 

He considers that his job in 
Japan is primarily that of work- 
ing with Japanese Christian the- 
ologs in the attempt to interpret 
Christianity in Japanese cul 
tural terms. Thus, he teaches 
(in Japanese) courses in church 
history and apologetics at the 
Episcopal Seminary. 

Powles had a unique child- 
hood. One of six children, he 
was‘ born and brought up in 
Japan, in the town of Takada 
in Niigata Prefecture where his 
father was a missionary. Raised 
bilingually, he was sent to Can- 
ada for high school, and con- 
tinued his education at McGill 
University in Montreal. 

He met Marjorie A. Powles at 
MeGill, where she was working 
as the secretary general of the 
Student Christian Movement, 
and after an acquaintanceship 
of 10 years, they were married 
in Winnipeg in 1946. 

Powles intended to return to 
Japan, which he considers his 
home, as soon as possible, and 
so he and his wife returned to 
Takada in February 1949. 
Eventually, they moved to their 
present home in Tokyo. 

The family plans to leave in 
June for a year’s stay in Can- 
ada and the United States. They 
will spend the summer in Win- 


nipeg, Canada, with Mrs. Powles’ to 


family, and then live for an 
academic year at Harvard 
University in Cambridge, Mas- 
sachusetts, U.S.A., where Powles 
will study in the Department of 
Far Eastern Studies.

with ite repertory strictly ortho- 
dox this time, presenting two of 
the troupe’s familiar standbys, 
“Miyamoto - Musashi” and “Ko- 
Yama.” Both are typical 
kokugeki sword-fight plays, 
with clashing fights making the 
most of the big circular stage at 
this particular theater. 

Shinjuku Koma is hardly ideal 
for any serious drama; it is 
principally a revue stage, and 
when the stage set recedes be- 
hind the midiiameter line leav- 
ing the whole blank of bare 
semicircle stage space out front, | — 
the play becomes flat and one- 
dimensional, and dialogue, in 
spite of the mike system or per- 
haps because of it, comes out 
disconcertingly uneven or else 
inaudible. 


But the stage is quite fine for 
the Shinkokugeki fight scenes, 
of which the choice of plays 
fortunately supplies plenty, and 
there is sufficient opportunity 
for the troupe’s excellent actor- 
fencers to dash with unimpeded 
speed across the broad protrud- 
ing semicircular forestage, slash- 
ing about with their weapons in 
furiously realistic duels, execut-

“Miyamoto Musashi” is a post- 
war adaptation of Eiji Yoshi- 
kawa's immensely popular his 
torical romance of the same 
title. Miyamoto Musashi was a 
man who actually existed, and 
appears in records as a samu- 
rai of great ability in fencing, 
who also left many striking 
brush paintings of top caliber 
as well. 

In Yoshikawa's novel, Musa- 
shi is pictured as the embodi- 
ment of the old Japanese ideal 
of true samurai spirit. Musashi 
is artist and thinker as well as 
excellent swordsman; in him ali 
the ideals are rolled into one 
under the concept that perfect 
swordsmanship, the aim of a 
samurai, cannot be attained 
without an understanding ‘and 
knowledge of all the other 
more gentler arts. 


The contrast between the mili- 
tary arts and the gentile arts, 
and the subtle tie between the 
two, is brought out effectively 
in two scenes in striking contrast 
with each other. 


Koetsu, great artist and tea- 
master of his time, takes it upop 
himself to imtroduce the wun- 
polished, brooding and close- 
mouthed Musashi to the more’ 
refined arts and takes him to 
highly elegant oiran quarters 
where he is introduced to iead- 
ing courtesan Yoshino-dayu. 


In the midst of the elegant 

stime, Musashi receives a let- 
ter challenging him to a duel. 
Without a sign of anything un- 
toward, Musashi slips out of the 
room to go to the specified duel 
site. A slashing fight ensues, 
with Musashi singlehandedly 
downing a host of rivals. 


Presently, Musashi reappears 
in the room where Yoshino-dayu 
is performing a dance for the 
other guests; and Musashi slips 
quietly into his former place.

MESA, Ariz. (AP) — Nobuo 


Oshima, one of the first Japa- 
nese writers to cover baseball 
in the United States, wonders 
whether his countrymen will 
ever play the game with the 
skill of American big leaguers. 

Oshima, a former professional! 
player himself, believes the 
caliber of play in Japan's two 
best leagues is about equal to 
that in American Class AA ball. 

He mentioned three elements 
—technique, power and luck— 
which play a primary role in 
the game. “The Americans have 
much better technique,” he said, 
“and more power. The luck, of 
eourse, is equal. 

“The Japanese pitcher rivals 
the Triple-A pitcher in the 
United States. There also is a 
player in Japan who would be 
a Triple-A outfielder. But these 
are few. Mostly the level, is 
Double-A.” 

Oshima was asked whether the 
quality of baseball in Japan 
couldn't reasonably be expected 
to improve gradually until it 
achieved Major League stature. 

“I wonder,” he said. “I think 
it is a question mark.” 

One factor, of course, is size. 
But Oshima said Japanese play- 
ers are not: uniformly small by 
Amercian standards. 


Herb Score,” he said. “In Japan 
there are many people in base- 
ball that tall.” 

Do the Japanese resent Amer- 
ican comment on the way they 
play the game? 

“No,” Oshima said, “We like 
criticism of the techniques of 
baseball in Japan.” 

Oshima is baseball editor of 
the Chubu Nihon Shimbun of 
Nagoya, which has a daily cir- 
culation of about 1,300,000. He 
took up baseball as a youngster 
and played 24 years before turn- 
ing to sports writing. For seven

But I would say American news- 
papers tell a true (story) of the 
game's results.”

Japan Camera Exports 
To U.S. Lose Ground 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Japa- 
nese camera exports to the 
United States are losing ground 
to West German and Swiss im- 
ports, the U.S. Department of 
Commerce reported Monday. 

The Foreign Commerce Week- 
ly reported that “imports from 
Japan dropped sharply from 
1,098,720 cameras valued at 
$6,730,953 in 1957 to 778,351 
cameras valued at $5,907,743 in 
1958." 

The comparable figures for 
the West German imports were: 
1957—231,654 cameras worth 
$9,505,861; 1958—250,004 valued 
at $10,048,156. The import of 
East German cameras declined 
from 23,537 worth $1,101,979 in 
1957 to 15,053 worth $809,981 in 
1958, 

Switzerland, meanwhile, had 
jumped from 1957's 9,346 cam- 
eras costing $673,356 to 36,249 
valued at $829,999. 

Thus West Germany moved 
into first place in the total value 
of cameras, with Japan second 
and Switzerland third in value. 
Other countries supplying cam- 
eras and listed in the report 
were Sweden, the Netherlands, 
France, the United Kingdom, 
Austria and Hongkong, which 
sold 42,521 cheap cameras with 
@ total value of only $53,209.

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The Three Choices 


President Eisenhower announced Monday night con- 
ditional willingness to attend a summit conference with 
Soviet Russia although he made it quite clear that the 
United States would not abandon any rights. 

The President again referred to the possibility of war 
in terms that clearly indicate how serious the international 
situation has become in his estimation and that of his ad- 
visers. In Berlin, he emphasized, the Russians had con- 
fronted the Western powers with three fundamental choices. 
The first was abdication under threats of rights and respon- 
sibilities and was thus wholly unacceptable, the second was 
the possibility of war, which the American people and 
the Western world did not want, and the third was nego- 


tiation. 


On the last-named choice, Mr. Eisenhower declared that 
the United States and its allies stood ready to discuss any 
amicable way out of the present impasse so long as this 
did not involve the “forsaking of two million free people 
of Berlin”—to use the President's own words—and the sur- 
render of the allies’ legal responsibilities in Berlin and 


Germany generally. 


By thus standing firm on basic principles the Western 
allies are posing the only adequate answer to the sustained 
Communist initiative—an initiative which is invariably ag- 
gressive and concerned with the expansion of Communist 
influence not only in Europe but elsewhere. 


And Mr. Eisenhower is justified in saying that the 
United States and its allies stand firm “wherever the probing 


finger of an aggressor may point.” 


What is only too clear 


is that this “probing finger of an aggressor” is exceedingly 
active on a global scale; in other words, the Kremlin leaders 
have been pressing their peculiar interests so hard through- 
out the world of late that unless they call a halt they must 
be prepared sooner or later to be faced with serious con- 


sequences. 


It seems to be an ingrained idea in Moscow 


that if only the pressure is kept up sufficiently hard upon 
the free nations they will eventually bend to the Soviet 
will. This is a false notion and, so long as it is retained 
in Moscow, it renders profitable negotiations impossible of 


realization. 


We have an example of Soviet methods before us in 


the Middle East. So long as 


Egyptian President Nasser’s 


movement for greater Arab unity was willing to take only 
those directions which suited Moscow, it was given the 
Soviet Government's support for the latter’s own ends. 
But as soon as it began to develop trends that strongly 
suggested disagreement with basic Soviet ideas a gulf ap- 
and now, in the case of Iraq, has become wide 
indeed, -At length, on Monday last, Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev handed out 550 million Soviet rubles to Iraq and then 
warned the Egyptian President to think twice about the 
idea of bringing Iraq into a Middle East confederation. 
Both the actions and words of Mr. Khrushchev can 
leave little doubt in anyone’s mind that Moscow has decided 
. to take (and if possible keep) Iraq under its own wing. 


Difficult as it may be to evaluate some of the directions 
of Soviet policy, it is possible to see clearly that it is partly 
designed to build up a wall of friendly states analogous to 
those which have thrown in their lot with the Free World. 
At this unfortunate stage in the development of world 


divisions -that is understandable. 


But is not the whole 


wretched system of opposite camps the direct result of 
Moscow’s policy of world revolution and Communist ex- 
pansion? We would not only answer this question in the 
affirmative but add that, despite the present aggrandize- 
ment of the situation, if Moscow would, the road back to 
cooperation and international harmony could be taken. 
We are sure that nothing President Eisenhower has 
said can be construed as a threat to the Soviet Govern- 
ment; rather is it an appeal to Moscow to think better of 


its aggressive program 


and to consent to negotiations on 


a basis of what is reasonably possible. 


It was quite unnecessary for the Soviet Government 
to have brought the situation in Berlin to a head and to 


have threatened unilateral action by a certain date. 


And 


it could not be contended for a moment that in deciding 
on this action Moscow was activated by a desire to settle 


amicably the German Questi 


on. 


It is only too cleat that the Soviet leaders are trying 
to preserve the Communist regime they have forced upon 


the people of East Germany. 


That they are prepared to 


go so far as to provoke war to this end we very much 
doubt. But they have induced a situation which is eminent- 
ly dangerous, and they have set loose something they may 


find it difficult to control. 


Nor is there any criterion that 


the Russian.Communists would stop at Berlin and Germany. 
They haye taken on a wrong orientation which free men 
cannot accept as a motive for the surrender of their liberties 
and unless there is a change in this respect it is hard to 
say what the final upshot may be. 


The Bank Makes a Cut 


Lowered Discount Rate First Step to Normalize Money Market 


The Bank of Japan announc- 
ed Feb, 19 a reduction of the 
official discount rate by ‘¥0.001 
to ¥0.019. per ¥100 per diem. 
This means, that the basic 
money rate for the national 
economy was lowerd from 7.3 
per cent to 6.93 per cent per 
annum. The reduction step 
lowed those taken last June 


’ and last September. 


There are two things that 
must be noted in the current 
reduction . The first is the 
problem of timing. 

Rumors of a third discount 
rate cut have been in the air 
since last November. The. Gov- 
ernment and the Bank of Japan 
authorities refrained from car- 
rying out the third cut of the 
official discount rate in the last 
two months of last year be- 
cause of the uncertain business 
outlook. But conditions have 
improved considerably for tak- 
ing such a step since the turn of 
the year. 

Loan rates of city banks are 
on a downward trend, while the 
much warned danger of an ex- 
cessive stimulation of the econ- 
omy seems to have vanished. 

The second important aspect 
of the current reduction step is 
its alleged significance as a 
measure for the normalization of 
monetary operations in the econ- 
omy. viously the step was 
not aimed at stimulating busi- 
ness activities. It was taken, as 
the president of the bank stated, 
because the bank authorities 
judged it will be neutral in its 
effect on the trend in basic econ- 
omic conditions. 

Significance of Step 

The normalization of financial 
operations, which experts agree 
is the primary objective of the 
current reduction, may mean all 
or part of the following: 

(1) To bring down the level 
of interest rate here to the in- 
ternational level; 

(2) To eliminate disparities 
among various money rates; 

(3) To give the Bank of Ja- 
pan an effective control over the 
national money market; 

(4) To restore a normal ratio 
of loans to assets of banks; 

(5) To develop the bond 
market. 

The present reduction is in- 
terpreted as the first step toward 
such a direction. 

Immediately after the step 
was taken by the Bank of Japan, 
city banks moved to fix what 
is called a “standard rate” for 
loans. The rate is applicable to 
bills of high creditability includ- 
ing qualified bills for discount 
by the Bank of Japan. The rate, 
it is hoped, will fluctuate ac- 
cording to changes in the dis- 
count rate of the central bank. 
City banks lowered the rate on 
these bills from ¥0.020 to ¥0.019 
per diem. 

The creation of the standard 
rate is expected to make city 
loan rates more sensitive than 
before to changes in the official 
discount. rate of the Bank of 
Japan. The system also*enables 
city banks to discriminate be- 
tween borrowers in loan rates 
according to their credit stand- 
ing. The current reduction, 
therefore, represents a step for- 


ward toward the normalization 


of the money market in this 
country. 


Higher Rates 

The interest rates here, how- 
ever, are considerably higher 
as compared with those prevail- 
ing in the U.S., Great Britain 
and West Germany. It is by no 
means an easy task to bring the 
money rate here to the inter- 
national level. 

Ordinarily, the Government’s 
short term bonds are used for 
this purpose. But the current 
money rate of such bonds are 
too low—¥0.0165 per diem—to 
be purchased by the banks. 

At present, the Government 
does not seem to be consider- 
ing a raise in the money. rates 
of short term bonds. But this 
is an issue that would have to 
be stud.ed sooner or later. 

Another major problem is the 
fact that call rates are too high

Fishery Talks 


P. A. Moiseyev, chief of the 
Russian fishery delegation, ex- 
plained at.Monday’s press con- 
ferénee thé, Russian-proposed 
restrictive measures on salmon 
fishing In northern waters. Ac- 
cording to the Russian delegate, 
the Soviet bid is not designed to 
squeeze out Japan's fishing in- 
dustry from northern waters 
but to preserve fish resources. 
No opposition would be raised 
to preserving fishery resources. 
The problem is that restrictive 
measures, if extreme, will kill 


the Japanese industry. The 
Russian delegate saic the Japa- 
nese fishing industry would be 
able to attain 70 per cent of its 
average haul in the waters even 
under the restrictive measures. 
But Japanese surveys show that 
catches would not surpass 30.- 
000 tons a year under this pro- 
gram.—Mainichi Shimbun. 


Working Conditions 


The Diet is now deliberating 
on such measures as the Mini- 
mum Wage Bill and the Small 
Business Workers’ Retirement 
Allowance - Bill. As is well 
known, working conditions for 
“small business” workers in this 
country are far inferior to those 
for “big industry” workers. 
This factor constitutes one of 
weak points of Japan's economy. 
And it is logical to say that bet- 
terment of working conditions 
is beneficial not only to the 
workers but also to small enter- 
prises themselves. Therefore, it 
is hoped that small enterprises 
will make efforts to improve the 
working conditions for their 
employes before their labor 
unions make such demands. 
One way for small enterprises 
to attract capable employes is 
to improve working conditions. 
—Nihon Keizai Shimbun 


Industrial Investments 


Indications are that industrial 
as well as banking circles are 
moving to regulate the present 
trend toward: excessive invest- 


ment in industrial facilities. In- 
vestments in industrial facilities 
are welcomed as a sign of the 
economy's growth, if they are 
moderate. However, invest- 
ments. in industrial facilities, if 
excessive, will cause the econo- 
my to be overbuoyant and bring 
about a depression as seen in 
the wake of the “Jimmu boom’ 
in 1957. The present trend to- 
ward excessive investment ‘will 
cause the nation to repeat the 
blunder. It is therefore hoped 
that industry itself, banking 
circles and the Government will 
cooperate to prevent the depres- 
sion from recurring. — Nishi 
Nihon Shimbun (Fukuoka) 


Provincial Elections 

The current year ic termed as 
a year of provincial elections. 
In April, heads of prefectural 
and municipal governments are 
to be elected and at the same 
time elections for prefectural 
and municipal assemblies are to 
take place. It is significant that 
the provincial elections are the 
first to take place under the na- 
tion’s two-party system. The 
two parties, Liberal-Democrats 
and Socialists, are urged to 
strengthen their substructures 
in provinces through the com- 
ing elections. And at the same 
time, it is hoped that eligible 
voters will cast their ballots for 
candidates capable of streng- 
thening local autonomy.—Chu-

As Remedy 

In November 1957, the Fi- 
nance Ministry instructed banks 
to restrict their loans to 80 per 
cent of the deposits to remedy 
the situation. This ‘percentage 
is still high compared to pre- 
war figures and the rates in the 
Western countries, 

One aspect of the normaliza- 
tion of the country’s monetary 
operations would be that it 
would become easier for the 
Bank of Japan to exert mone- 
tary control. For this purpose, 
an arrangement is necessary 
whereby the Bank of Japan’s 
official discount rate would be 
reflected sensitively on the mar- 
ket money rates, 

At the same time, the Bank 
of Japan should be able to ad- 
just to a certain extent the de- 
mand and supply of funds in 
the open market. 

One way to achieve this end 
would be to set the payment re- 
serve system into operation and 
make it possible for the Bank 
of Japan to operate the market 
smoothly and effectively. 

Difficult Condition 

This second condition is diffi- 
cult to meet in Japan today be- 
cause there is no appropriate 
instrument that could be used 
for market operation. 

The Finance Ministry is re- 
portedly planning to shortly 
raise to 30 per cent the percen- 
tage of cash, bank savings, call 
loans, Government bonds and 
the bills eligible for rediscount 
by the Bank of Japan to the 
total deposits in order to boost 
the liquidity of the bank assets. 


The reported Government ac- 
tion may be necessary to 
with the current situation, but 
the basic’ solution should be to 
create conditions for preventing 
the overjoan trend, 

As is generally said, ithe fun- 
damental cause for such over- 
loans is that it is more advan- 
tageous for enterprises to seek 
loans from banks than to re- 
plenish their own capital... By 
“advantageous,” I mean that 
capital increase involves some 
tax problems, while no such 
trouble would afise from bank 
Joans. 

Laws Need Revision 

This suggests thdt the related 
tax laws should be revised as a 
basic approach toward eliminat- 
ing the overloan situation. 

The overloan problem can be 
settled automatically if the en- 
terprises are enabled by such 
tax law amendments to raise 
necessary expansion funds 
through flotation of debentures 
without depending on bank 
loans. 

Interest rates will naturally be 
lowered, if the bank loan re 
quirements decline. In other 
words, it means that a definite 
line of demarcation will be 
drawn between short-term and 
long-term loan markets. 

The recent call for fostering 
the money market as a step to- 
ward “normalization of the 
money market” should be given 
consideration in this sense. 

It is generally known that 
the international competitive 
power of Japan's enterprises is 
weakened by their heavy inter- 
est burden. But the interest 
rates cannot be forced down. 
What is important is to build 
up conditions that will make 
their autonomous drop possible. 

This boils down to normali- 
zation of the money market. The 
recent lowering of the official 
discount rates must be accepted 
as a first step toward this goal. 


Political Notes 
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Absenteeism in Diet 


The two big parties are 
troubled by a high rate of 
absenteeism among their mem- 
bers at the two Houses of the 
Diet. 


This is partly due to the fact 
that few important business re- 
mains to be dome for the cur- 
rent Diet session with the pas- 
sage of the 1959 fiscal budget 
and the Minimum Wage Bill, 


The Liberal-Democratic Party 
has repeatedly urged its Diet 
members to attend meetings of 
committees they are assigned to 
in an effort to secure the neces- 
sary number to hold a commit- 
tee session. 


The Opposition Socialist Par- 
ty, too, recently ordered Social- 
ist Dietmen visiting their home 
districts to return to Tokyo and 
reminded them that their -pri- 
mary duty was to make laws. 

The Socialist Party, however, 
finds itself in a delicate position 
in view of the fact that these 
home-going legislators are cam- 
paigning in their respective dis- 
tricts to make up for eight 
straight losses in gubernatorial 
elections they suffered since the 
turn of the year in the coming 
10cal election season in the May- 
June period.

To the Editor: 

I am a businessman from 
Thailand touring your beautiful 
country at the moment. 
must admit with envy that the 
postwar reconstruction is re 
markably successful. Doubtless 
to say, this credit belongs to 
the Japanese people, the indus- 
trial foundation, and the frame- 
work of democracy. 


Since this country enjoys the 
best of everything in the whole 
of Asia, I find the entire na- 
tion with a high. standard of 
living, yet still not satisfied, a 
certain group is trying to navi- 
gate the majority to the left, 
though not very successfully. 


The writer wishes to state 
some of his experiences while 
dealing with the Chinese Com- 
munists just as a reference for 
my Japanese friends. . 


1. My very own son left for 
Communist China in the fall 
of 1955, under the influence of 
that country’s propaganda. His 
goal—to study in New China. 
But for the past two years, his 
letters to me have contained 
heartbreaking news one after 
another. The last one I receiv- 
ed, before I departed for Japan, 
said he had to pick scrap iron 
out of the trash cans all over 
the streets. That is his assign- 
ed job with no payment. The 
remittance I sent him regular- 
ly, he has been forced to hand 
over to the commune and 
vanished under the “protec- 
tion” of the authorities. The 
same applies to every other in- 
dividuals. 


2. I have recently received 
an official notice from the Peo- 
ple’s Bank of China, urging me 
to send as much as I can to 
“invest” for the benefit of the 
Chinese big leap movement, so 
that my son could be “honored” 
with some kind of a title. 


3%. I have personally seen 
the cheap sales under the Chi- 
nese Communists’ policy in 
Southeast Asia. The merchan- 
dise which has been dumped 
on our market are all marked 
“Made in Western Europe” or 
“Made in Hongkong.” Items 
include transformers for neon 
lights, DC batteries and count- 
less others. The buyers did 
not know the difference, so in 
the end, the Chinese achieved 
their intentions, and made off 
with 100 per cent sales increase, 
and left us economically un- 
balanced. 


The present Japanese desire 
to develop trade talks with 


. Communist Chinese. From the 


way I see it, it is neither prac- 
tical nor advisable. It is indeed 
pitiful not knowing the Com- 
munist mind and tactics, The 
New China is not the China we 
used to know 20 vears ago. All 
I can say is, once you establish 
trade relations with that coun- 
try, the result will certainly 
not be what you expected.

Eisenhower’s:Speech . 


Report on Berlin 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Here 
is a partial text of President 
Eisenhower's Report on Berlin 
Monday. 


The first instance of unusual 
ressure . .. came in 1948 
when the Communists imposed 
a blockade to-fotce the protect- 
ing Western troops out of Ber- 
lin and to starve the people of 
the city into submission. 

This plan failed. A free peo- 
ple and a dramatic airlift broke 
the back of the Communists’ 
scheme. 

In the end the Communists 
abandoned the blockade and 
concluded an agreement in 1949 
with the Western powers, re 
confirming our right of unre- 
stricted access. 

Then, last November, the So- 
viets announced that they in- 
tended to repudiate these 
solemn obligations. They once 
more appear to be living by the 
Communist formula that “prom- 
ises are like pie crusts, made 
to be broken. 

The Soviet Government has 
also announced its intention to 
enter into a peace treaty with 
the East German puppet re 
gime. The making of this 
treaty, the Soviets assert, will 
deny our o¢cupation rights, and 
our rights of actess. Both moral- 
ly and legally it is, of course, 
clear that no so-called “peace 
treaty” between the Soviets 
and the East German regime 
can have any effect upon our 
rights. 

The Soviet threat has since 
been repeated several times, ac- 
companied “by various and 
changing suggestions for deal- 
ing with the status of the city, 
Their pro is have included 
a vague offer to make the west- 
ern part of Berlin—though not 
the eastern part, which the 
Soviets: control—a so-called 
“Free city.” 

It is by no means clear what 
Berlin would be free poe ~" < 
cept rhaps freedom itself. 
waned ant be free from the ever 
present danger of Communist 
domination. No one, certainiv 
not the two million West Ber- 
liners, can ignore the cold fact 
that this part of Berlin is sur- 
rounded by many divisions of 
Soviet and Eastern German 
troops and by territory govern- 
ed by authorities dedicated to 
eliminating freedom from the 
area. 

As a matter of principle, the 
United States cannot accept the 
right of any government to 
break by itself, solemn agree- 
ment to which we, with others, 
are parties, -but in the Berlin 
situation, both free people and 
principle are at stake. 

w then, are the funda- 
mental choices we have in this 
situation?” | 

First, of course, there is the 
choice which the Soviet rulers 
themselves would like us to 
make. They hope that we can 
be frightened into abdicating 
our rights—which are indeed 
responsibilities—to help esiab- 
lish a just and peaceful solution 
to the German problem—ricitts 
which American and Allied eol- 
diers purchased with their 
lives. 

We have no intention of for- 
getting our rights or of desert- 
ing a free people, Soviet rulers 
should remember that free men 
have, before this, died for so- 
called “scraps of paper” which 
represented duty and honor and 
freedom. 

The shirking of our’ respon- 
sibilities would solve no prob- 
lems for us. It would mean the 
end of all hopes for a Germany 
under government of German 
choosing. It would raise, among 
our friends the most serious 
doubts about the validity of all 
the international agreements 
‘and commitments we have made 
with them in every quarter of 
the globe. One result would be 
to undermine the mutual con- 
fidence Me pe which our entire 
system collective security is 
founded. — ; 

This, the Soviets would greet 
as a great victory over the 
West. 

Obviously, this choice is un- 
acceptable to us. 

The second choice which the 
Soviets have compelled us to 
face; is the possibility of war. 

Certainly, the American and 
Western peoples do not want 
war. Global conflict under 
modern conditions could mean 
the destruction of civilization. 
The Soviet rulers, themselves, 
are well aware of this fact. 

But all history has taught us 
the grim lesson that no nation 
has ever been successful in 
avoiding the terrors of war by 
refusing to defend its rights—

The justice of our position is 
attested by the fact that it ie 
ardently supported with virtual 
unanimity by the peeple of 
West Bertin.

War would 
become more likely if we gave 
way and encouraged a rule of 
terrorism rather than a rule of 
law and order. Indeed, this is 
the peace policy which we are 
trying to carry out throughout 
the world.

Our final choice is negotia- 
tion, even while we continue 
to provide for our security 
against every threat. We are 
seeking meaningful negotiation 
at this moment. The United 
States and its allies stand ready 
to talk with Soviet representa- 
tives at any time and under any 
circumstances which offer pros- 
pects of worthwhile results. 

We have no selfish materia: 
alms in view. We seek no dom- 
ination over others—only 4 
just peace for the world and 
particularly, in this instance, for 
the people most involved. 

We are ready to consider a!l 
proposals which may help to 
reassure and will take into ac- 
count the European peoples af- 
fected. 


We are willing to listen to . 


new ideas and 
present others. e will do 
everything within our power 
to bring about serious negotia- 
tions and to make these negoti- 
ations meaningful. 

Yet there must be a clear 
understanding of what we can- 
no* do. 

We cannot try to purchase 
peace by forsaking two million 
free people of Berlin. 

We cannot agree to any per- 
manent and compulsory division 
of the German nation, which 
‘would leave central Burope. a 
perpetual powder mill, even 
though we are ready to discuss 
with all affected nations any 
reasonable methods for its even- 
tual unification, ; 

We cannot recogrize the as- 
serted right of any nation to 
aishonor its international 
ménts whenever it chooses. If 
we should accept such a conten- 
tion the whole process of nego- 
tiation would become a barren 
mockery. 

We must not, by weakness or 
irresolution., increase the risk 
of war. ® 

Finally, we cannot, merely 
for the sake of demonstrating 
so-called “flexibility” accept any 
agreement or arrangement 
which would undermine the se- 
curity of the United States and 
its allies. 

The Soviet note of March 2 
appears to be a move toward re- 
gotiation on an improved basis. 
We would never negotiate un- 
der a dictated time limit or 
agenda, or on other unreason- 
able terms. We are. with our 
allies, however, in view of the 
changed tone Soviet note, con- 
certing a reply to that note. 

It is my hope that thereby 
all of us can reach agreement 
with the Soviets on an earlv 
meeting at the level of foreign 
ministers. 

Assuming developments that 
justify a summer meeting at 
the summit, the United States 
would be ready to participate 
in this further effort. 

Our position, then. is this: We 
will not retreat one inch from 
our duty. We shall continue 
to exercise our right .of peace- 
ful. passage to and from West 
Berlin. We will not be the first 
to breach the peace; it is the 
Soviets who threaten the use of 
force to interfere with such 
free sage. We are ready to 
participate fully in 
sincere effort at negotiation 
that will respect the existing 
rights of all and their oportuni- 
ty to live in peace.
